•ame. Usually the youngster be* 
gins by taking things not his own 
and, on being questioned about 
them, lies to escape punishment. 
He begins to take things not 


his own because he want! them 
and has not ye; learned to re­ 
spect the ownership of other per­ 
sons Later he begins to special­ 
ize He inclines lese to take things 
belonging to a person who makes 
him feel he Is loved than things 
belonging to a person who doesn't 
give him such emotional security. 
Accordingly, a youngster, say 
from six to twelve, may steal 
from one parent rather than the 
other 


Hew Deceit Ie Taught 


A tot may take something when 


the parent Is not watching. Later 
the parent, suspecting this, will 
question him. At first the young­ 
ster will tell what he did, and be 
punished. After several such ex­ 
periences the younster w ill begin 
to lie in order to escape unpleas­ 
ant consequences, He tends to 
connect the punlnshment not 
with the deed for which the 
parent supposes he is being pun­ 
ished, but with not having lied 
cleverly enough. Thereafter he 
tries to lie more skillfully. As the 
child has the vantage ground, he 
may succeed In telling a few lies 
which work. The more often ha 
•teals and, in conaequence, the 
more often he is put on trial, the 
more practice he has in deceit. 


Meanwhile he feels 1ms secure 


with his parents and less loved by 
them, since they and their friends 
have come to class him as a thief 


and liar. They have grown more 
emotional In their treatment of 
each succeeding offense, as U 
clearly shown In the following 
statement by tile mother of a boy, 
six years old, repor^d p.s doing 
well at school: 


( ase History 


"Ever sinc e he was a very small 


child he has told lies. TI icy arc 
not fanciful tales, just plain un­ 
truths. He Is so convincing that It 
Is oftsn hard to detect when he Is 
telling the truth. In connection 
with this, he has always taken 
things that don’jt belong to him, 
J. e, candy from a store, a toy. 
from another house, money from 
school—just 
any 
little 
thing 


that’s around loose t hat he wants. 
When this first occurred, I tried 
to make him take them back and 
we would have a very hysterical 
•cent with me practically drag­ 
ging him all the way—but this 
did not help a bit. 
"Bob and I have talked this 


over many times and he knows 
that It Is wrong to do It but he ll 
go back and do It again. 


" I might add that when wo 


lived in the city, he received a 
regular allowance which he would 
give away to the larger children. 
In the country, there is no place 
to spend the allowance, so It Is 
saved. His father run* a grocery 
store so he alway# has plenty of 
goodies around." 
In writing this mother. I urged 


that she stop holding trials and 
being hysterical, 
Instead, she 


should guard the boy against 
temptations too hard for him to 
withstand, have more good times 
with him, attract playmate* to 
the house, find way* of proving tw 
him he Is really loved and worthy. 
He needs a lot of his father's love 
and companionship Punishment 
for his stealing will never work.
